Four 
London  vestrymen,  Ae  bone  and  sihew  of  Ae 
laity,  meeting  in  council  and  declaring  Aeir  de¬ 
termination  to  have  their  Church  purified  of 
everything  sanctioning  Pop  LA  doctrines  or  prac¬ 
tices — an  example  Aat  has  begun  to  be  follow¬ 
ed,  and  will  be  throughout  Great  Britain — ^is  as¬ 
suredly,  as  Ae  Daly  News  says,  ‘  no  lan^iing 
matter.’

The  Academy  of  Musio  was  opened  for  pub¬ 
lic  worship,  aeoording  to  appointment,  last  Sun¬ 
day  eveaing.  The  time  seemed  veryinauspieious. 
The  day  had  been  wet  and  cold,  and  Ae  night 
was  dark  and  rainy.  As  we  looked  out  into  Ae 
cheerless  streets,  we  had  misgivings  as  to  Ae 
iaoeess  of  this  first  attempt  to  hold  a  religious 
service  in  this  onacenstomed  place.  We  confess 
we  went  rather  from  a  sense  of  duty  to  sustain 
-a  noble  effort,  than  wiA  any  hope  of  witoessing 
^  gNat  assembly.  But  what  was  onr  surprise 
to  find  Ae  immense  bnilding  filled  at  an  early 
hour.  Not  only  Ae  seats  below,  but  Ae  galle¬ 
ries  were  crowded,  tier  above  tier,  and  hundreds 
were  standing  in  Ae  aisles.  The  presence  of 
such  an  aodienoe  was  a  agnificant  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  the  wide-spread  religioas  feeling  whiA 
pervades  Ae  city. 

The  stage  was  occupied  by  clergymen  of  sev¬ 
eral  denominations.  It  was  a  goodly  sight  to 
see  the  ministers  of  different  churches  thus 
stondtng  ride  by  ride  in  an  effort  to  declare  Ae 
Oo^iel  to  Ae  people.  The  audience  itself  was 
a  grand  spectacle,  filling  Ae  vast  edifice  from 
^t  to  dome.  And  when  Ae  whole  assembly 
bowed  togeAer  in  prayer,  or  stood  up  in  solid 
ranks,  singing  to  Ae  tune  of  Old  Hundred,  Ae 
words, 

“  Before  Jehoreh’a  ewfal  throne, 

Te  nationi  how  with  Mored  Joy.”' 

no  heart  oonld  but  be  moved  by  the  great  mul¬ 
titude  of  worshippers,  and  by  Ae  majestic  psalm 
ot  praise  that  ascended  to  God  like  Ae  sound 
of  many  waters. 

The  opening  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr. 
James  W.  Alexander,  from  Rovelation  xxii.  17 ; 
"Whosoever  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of 
life  freely.”  Nothing  oould  be  better  adapted 
to  Ae  oocarion.  The  subject  was  practical,  Ae 
manner  of  treatment  simple,  Ae  Aoughts 
wri^ty,  and  Ae  language  plain.  At  the  same 


COHFBBSlOirS  OF  infITABIAHISM.  1 

The  last  number  of  the  Christian  Examiner 
contrins  a  Review  of  Rev.  Dr.  Ellis’s  Book, — 

"  Unitarianism,  Past,  Present,  and  Future,” 
which  is  somewhat  remarkable  for  its  candor  and 
its  ooncesrions.  The  writer,  evidently,  does  not 
agree  wiA  Dr.  Ellis  open  all  points,  but  his 
estimate  of  Ae  book  is  obviously  very  candid. 
He  says  ;  "  Through  him  (Dr.  Ellis)  Ae  sect 
(Unitarian)  speaks  in  all  its  voioes  of  affirmation, 
heritaney,  doubt,  denial,  and  makes  a  clean 
breast  of  its  heresies.  No  article  of  vagueness, 
inconsistency,  or  self-contradiction  is  withheld  or 
palliated.”  We  might  not  go  quite  so  far  in  onr 
statements,  bnt  Ae  judgment  of  Ae  oritio  is  not 
far  out  of  Ae  way. 

But  Ae  ooncesrions  made  in  Ae  artiole  are 
still  more  noticeable.  The  place  formerly  ooou- 
pied  by  Ghanning,  in  Ae  Uniturian  ranks,  is 
now  claimed  for  James  Martineau.  “  Gfaan- 
ning,”  we  are  told,  "  Prophet  as  he  was,  never 
oompleted  an  intellectual  scheme  of  faiA.”  "Uni- 
tarianism  has  not  yet  reached  its  maturity  in  Ae 
mind  of  much  Ae  larger  number  of  its  professed 
believers.  It  is  still  in  a  state  of  transition,  and 
must  await  in  Ae  fatnre  its  perfeot  growA  as  a 
system.”  To  Ae  more  progressive  school,  it 
seems  to  have  "  been  backward  in  trosting  to  its 
own  Aonght,  to  have  been  satisfied  wiA  a  half¬ 
way  porition,  to  have  temporixed  wiA  views 
whioh  it  should  have  disowned.” 

In  making  this  charge  more  specific,  Ae  writer 
finds  fault  with  Ae  Unitarian  idea  of  Gx>d.  And 
here  he  candidly  admits  Aat  "  Ae  doctrine  of  Ae 
Trinity,  in  itself  oonsidered,  need  not  in  Ae  least 
distnrb  onr  simplest  conception  of  Ae  unity  of 
Ae  Godhead.  Imagine  Deity  to  exist  in  a  three¬ 
fold  or  a  thirty-fold  personality ;  if  Ae  persons 
live  and  work  togeAer  in  harmonious  concert  of 
mind  and  will,  as  Ae  sacred  three  of  Ae  AA- 
anasian  creed  nnqnestionahly  do,  Aere  is  hat 
one  God,  supreme  and  undivided.”  The  diffi¬ 
culty  wiA  Unitarianism,  we  are  given  to  under¬ 
stand,  is  that  it  has  allowed  God  only  a  divided 
realm,  that  it  has  permitted  Ae  "  ghost  of  Satan 
to  haunt  its  Aeological  purlieus.”  The  writer 
would  have  “  Ae  doctrine  of  penal  retribution,” 
Ae  doctrine  "that  savors  of  the  Evil  One,”  en¬ 
tirely  discarded,  and  Ae  half-Aought  of  Unita- 
rianism  folly  developed  into  Universalism. 

Again,  of  Ae  "  Unitarian  image  of  Christ,” 
he  says :  "  How  undefined  its  shape,  how  vague 
its  proportions.”  He  is  not  God ;  He  is  not 
man,  but  a  betweenity  of  a  very  indefinite  kind, 
ao  t^  Unitariani—  is  okmrgmkla  with  imeoa 
sistencies,  and  is  overloaded  wiA  "  Ae  fragments 
of  two  irreconcilable  systems.” 

"  The  same  looseness  ”  is  charged  upon  Ae 
Unitarian  theory  of  human  nature.  It  "  oscil¬ 
lates  between  the  scientific  and  Ae  traditional  j 
view.”  Organio  depravity  is  rejected,  "  but,” 
asks  Ae  writer,  “  are  man’s  natural  uprightness, 
perfeeAess,  and  ability,  cordially  acknowledg¬ 
ed  ?”  The  Fall  is  spoken  of  as  "  a  stumble  up 
Ae  altar  stairs  of  creation  into  Ae  light  of  a 
new  moral  universe.” 

.  In  r^ard  to  the  idea  of  Ae  individual’s  moral 
condition,  there  is  also,  we  are  told,  a  blending 
'  of  different  Aeologies.  On  one  side  man  is 


iphasized  as  Ae  charac¬ 
teristic  feature  of  Ae  New  School  of  Unitarian 
developmejit.  Certainly,  in  its  proper  sense, 
Ais  is  nothing  new,  and  the  orAodox  view  of 
Christ  and  His  atoning  work,  gives  it  a  peculiar 
force  and  efficacy  to  which  Unitarianism  may 
aspire  in  vain. 

We  regard  Ae  ooDcesrions  of  Ae  article, 
alAough  in  Ae  main  just  and  necessary,  as  a 
most  humiliating  exposure  of  Ae  defects  of  Ae 
system.  It  is  very  properly  pronounced  meagre, 
indefinite,  and  self-contradictory.  Its  present 
position  is  beset  by  great  difficulties.  On  the 
one  side  it  is  weak  from  losing  its  hold  on  Ae 
old  doctrines,  while  it  is  weak  on  the  oAer  in 
Ae  lack  of  anything  positive  wherewiA  to 
ofiset  Aeir  loss. 

We  are  not  surprised  that  thoughtful  minds 
among  Ae  Unitarians  are  anxiously  agitating 
Ae  question  of  "  What  shall  we  do  ?  ”  They 
see  in  their  system  and  among  Ae  adherents  of 
Aeir  creed  inoongruons  elements.  The  attempt 
to  enforce  anything  like  homogeneousness  would 
only  rend  the  body  of  Ae  denomination  in  sun¬ 
der.  Its  broad  wings,  the.  hold-backs  on  Ae  one 
ride  and  the  proyressives  on  Ae  oAer,  threaten 
to  fly  off  in  opposite  directions  from  the  centre. 
The  ingenious  proposition  of  Dr.  Bellows,  to 
contrive  to  make  Aem  all  effective  in  Ae  same 
direction,  is  wholly  unpraotioal.  They  will  not 
work  in  Ae  same  direction.  They  are  essential¬ 
ly  and  radically  inharmonioos.  His  beautiful 
project  of  combining  Aem  all,  and  thus  realiz¬ 
ing  a  Church  Aat  shall  be  Ae  heir  of  Ae  future, 
may  answer  in  the  field  of  poetry  and  imagina¬ 
tion,  but  it  cannot  stand  on  Ae  solid  basis  of 
fact  Doubtless  Ae  oomhination  of  the  speed 
of  Ae  bird,  the  strengA  of  Ae  elephant,  and 
Ae  sagacity  of  man,  would  make  something 
wonderful,  but  there  b  no  chemistry  of  nature 
to  effect  Ae  combination.  Equally  ineffective 
to  combine  permanently  and  harmonionsly  Ae 
inoongruons  elements  of  Unitarianism,  is  any 
moral  chemistry  whioh  man  can  devise.  The 
article  before  us  is  only  anoAer  proof  how  deep¬ 
ly  the  conviction  of  a  radical  defect  in  Ae  sys¬ 
tem  has  sunk  into  Ae  consciousness  of  Umto- 
rianism  itself,  sad  howwtrik 
and  must  remain,  till  it  can  devise  some  new 
method  of  aggression,  or  even  of  self-support.

The  Synod  of  Alta  California  met  in  the  How¬ 
ard  street  Presbyterian  church,  San  Frandsoo, 
Oct.  5th.  The  opening  sermon  was  preached  bj* 
the  Moderator,  Rev.  W.  W.  Brier,  of  Centreville. 
Rev.  S.  S.  Harmon,  of  Sonora,  was  chosen  Moder¬ 
ator,  and  Rev.  W.  Frear,  of  Placerville,  Scribe. 
The  following  ministers  were  in  attendance : — Rev. 
S.  H.  Wiley,  San  Francisco ;  Rev.  E.  B.  Wala- 
worth,  Marj^ville ;  Rev.  J.  Pierpont,  Healdsbuig  } 
Rev.  W.  Frear,  Placerville;  Rev.  L.  HamOtea, 
Columbia;  Rev.  W.  W.  Brier,  Centreville;  Rev. 
E.  Corwin,  San  Jose;  Rev.  S.  S.  Harmon,  SonOTa; 
Rev.  S.  B.  Bell,  Oakland;  Rev.  J.  H.  Bixrit,  Peta¬ 
luma. 

Each  afternoon  of  the  time  the  Synod  was  in 
session  was  spent  in  joint  meeting  with  Ae  Gen¬ 
eral  Association  of  Oalifomia  which  was  in  session 
at  Ae  same  time.  Besides  the  regular  bosineM, 
resolutions  were  passed  pledging  cooperation  wiA 
the  agent  of  the  American  Bible  Society ;  ap¬ 
pointing  a  comndttee  to  “  confer  with  the  Onm- 
berland  Presbyterian  bodies  in  the  State,  wiA  a 
I  view  to  the  same  fraternal  intercourse  with  them 
that  we  now  have  with  the  Congregational  Asm- 
ciation  of  California ;  ”  and  recommending  tb« 
members  to  exchange  pnlpits,  and  to  assist  cacti 
other  in  protracted  meetings,  and  for  the  Presby¬ 
teries  to  make  the  times  of  Aeir  meetings  timen 
of  protracted  preaching  and  labor  for  Ae  spiritnal 
good  of  the  people  where  they  meet. 

The  Narrative  of  the  State  of  Religion  while  it 
“  speaks  not  of  comparatively  great  results  of  a 
nature  to  attract  the  notice  of  the  world,  ’  yet 
"  tells  of  a  new  spirit,  a  new  life  among  Christiaas, 
which  promises  to  work  oat  a  new  and  better  state 
of  things.” 

The  additions  to  onr  membership  on  proftaskm 
of  DuA  have  been  more  nnmerons  thae  in  any  pew- 
vions  year  of  onr  history.  The  pecuniary  bnrdeea 
of  the  churches  generally,  the  emshing  debts  that, 
bave  rested  tbeir  incabns  upon  Aem  in  former 
years,  are  growing  lighter — ^in  a  majority  of 
are  entirely  lifted.

dren  is  admirable.  Unrestrained  familiarity 
with  Aeir  parents ;  easy  grace  in  Aeir  inter- 
oourse  with  strangers ;  quick  intelligence  alike 
in  secular  and  sacred  things ;  an  unselfish  inter¬ 
est  m  all  around  Aem ;  a  disrelish  for  every- 
Aing  mean  and  vulgar;  a  oheerfdl  and  even 
frolicksome  temper ; — such  are  the  fruits  of  this 
SabbaA  training.  Religion  is  inwrought  with 
all  the  associations  of  a  happy  childhood  and 
youA,  and  hallows  and  ennobles  every  joy.  Ask 
one  of  Ae  inmates  of  Gretna  Hall  about  the 
"  asceticism  ”  and  "  gloom  ”  of  the  Sabbath,  and 
they  will  tell  you  Ae  words  have  no  plaise  in 
Aeir  vocabulary ;  that  it  is  the 

>  “  Day  of  all  the  week  the  lieat, 

Emblem  of  eternal  reet.” 

I  am  aware  that  such  an  example  of  SabbaA 
observance  can  only  be  imitated  fully  by  families 
somewhat  similarly  blessed  wiA  means  and  lei¬ 
sure.  But  every  Christian  parent  may  gaAer 
profitable  hints,  and  may  be  incited  to  the  more 
perfect  improvement  of  Ae  precious  hours  for 
personal  and  domestic  oolture  m  spiritual  Aings. 
And  Aese  to  whom  Ae  Sabbath  is  a  weariness 
may  see  how  immeasurable  is  Ae  loss  to  a  family 
in  foregoing  Ae  priceless  privileges  and  neglect¬ 
ing  the  high  duties  illustrated  in  Ae  preceding 
sketch. 

On  the  infiuenoe  of  Ae  SabbaA  as  a  holiday, 
Mr.  Cook  remarks  somewhat  at  lengA,  Aowing 
it  to  be  very  pernicious.

The  endowment  was  voted  Aen,  and  has 
bemi  paid  ever  since.  But  Ae  Protestants  of 
Ae  United  Kingdom— Ae  staunch  Presbyterians 
of  Scotland,  and  Ae  evangelical  part  of  Ae 
Ghuroh  of  England,  have  never  baen  satisfied 
to  pay  many  Aousand  pounds  a  year  to  Aose 
whom  Aey  regard  as  Ae  enemies  alike  of  Aeir 
{State  and  Aeir  Religion.  For  Ae  Irish  priests, 
!be  it  observed,  nevw  ahai^oned  Aeir 

while  living 

upon  its  bounty.  The  question  of  endowmmit 
is  one  that  returns  periodically  to  vex  Ae  souls 
of  all  British  Protestants,  and,  as  we  learn 
from  our  Irish  correspondent,  it  has  lately 
come  up  again.  It  is  not  improbable  that  Ae 
British  Government  will  contrive  some  way  to

An  intimate  friend 
and  correspondent,  whose  hospitalities  I  had 
enjoyed  on  the  Clyde,  in  1853,  had  recently 
transferred  his  Summer  home  to  Ae  vicinity  of 
Ae  Solway  FriA.  Letters  at  Edinburgh  kindly 
urged  a  visit,  which  embraced  the  Sabbath.  My 
friends  have  a  large  household,  with  children 
ranging  from  infancy  to  early  manhood.  They 
are  in  affluent  circumstances,  and  occupy  a  high 
social  position.  While  actively  concerned  in 
the  various  schemes  for  benefiting  their  country 
and  Ae  world,  the  duties  of  domestic  life  are 
discharged  with  remarkable  system,  fidelity,  and 
suooess. 

Saturday  is  spent  as  peculiarly  a  socid  day,

At  5ach  trip  8be  Iim  bc«n  Udenwith  five  thousand 
oosliels  or  more  of  wheat,  carrying  at  no  time  less 
than  (me  hundred  and  fifty  tons.  She  has  made 
the  passage  loaded,  say  90  miles  in  26  hours,  and 
ha«  passed  sixty  loaded  boats,  bound  same  way, 
on  a  single  trip  from  Lockport  to  this  city.  In  a 
round  trip,  down  and  back,  the  furnace  consumes 
no  more  than  three  tons  of  coal,  which  coats  four 
dollars  per  ton.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  crew 
this  boat  carries  two  engineers,  whose  wages 
amount  to  eight  dollars  per  trip.

The  Nicaragua  Expedition. — A  clearance  has 
been  refused  to  the  Alice  Painter,  at  Mobile,  the 
vessel  in  which  Gen.  Walker  had  planned  to  em¬ 
bark  with  an  armed  fierce,  to  renew  his  attempt  to 
oonqner  Nicaragua.  The  time  fixed  for  sailing  was 
Friday  last.  A  dispatch  from  Mobile  states  that 
the  greatest  excitement  exists  there  on  account  of 
the  detention.  On  that  day  about  four  hundred 
of  the  “  emigrants”  surrounded  the  office  of  the 
agents  who  supplied  them  with  tickets,  and  de-  . 
manded  immediate  transportation,  or  the  refund¬ 
ing  of  the  passage  money.  The  crowd  was  at  length 
pacified  by  assurances  from  the  Deputy  Collector 
that  definite  instructions  from  Washington  must 
soon  arrive.  It  is  positively  denied  by  Senor 
Yrisarri,  that  he  has  famished  these  men  any  pass¬ 
ports. 

Hooeac  Tunnel. — The  Springfield  Republican 
states  “  that  the  heading  in  the  West  end  of  the 
nnnel  has  been  excavated  to  the  distance  of  1120 
«et,a  nd  is  perfectly  dry.”  The  work  on  this  end 
of  the  tunnel  has  pregTSMbed,  for  the  last  three 
months,  at  the  rate  of  60  feet  per  week.  This  is  a 
gain  of  20  feet  per  week  since  the  first  instalment 
oS  $100,000  was  paid  over.  The  total  amount  of  I 
heading  excavated  from  both  ends  of  tbe  tunnel 
exceeds  2,300  feet.

The  Edinburgh  Mediccd  Review  published 
some  very  interesting  experiments  made  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Boedeker,  on  the  composition  of  milk  at 
various  times  of  the  day.  He  found  that  the 
fatty  elements  increase  as  the  day  progresses. 
In  the  morning  they  amounted  to  2-17  per  cent, 
at  noon  2*63  per  cent.,  and  at  night  5*42  per 
cent  The  evening's  milk  contained  nearly 
double  the  quantity  of  batter  of  that  of  the 
morning.  Professor  Boedeker  also  found  “  the 
solids  of  the  evening's  milk  (13  per  cent)  ex¬ 
ceeding  those  of  the  morning’s  milk  (10  per 
cent),  while  the  water  contained  in  the  fluid  was 
diminished  from  89  per  cent  to  36  per  cent” 
“  The  casein  increased  in  the  evening’s  milk  from 
2*24  to  2*70  per  cent,  but  the  albumen  is  di¬ 
minished  from  0*44  per  cent  to  0*31  per  cent. 
Sugar  is  least  abundant  at  midnight  (4*19),  and 
most  plenty  at  noon  (4*72)  per  cent  The  per¬ 
centage  of  salts  undergoes  almost  no  change  at 
any  time  of  the  day.” 

Fattening  Swine. 

To  fatten  swine  profitably,  it  is  important  to 
commence  early  in  Autumn,  for  the  reason  that 
mild  weather  is  much  more  favorable  to  taking 
on  flesh  than  that  of  a  severer  character.  In 
very  cold  weather  considerable  food  is  required 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  keeping  up  the  animal 
heat,  and  the  less  need  of  expenditure  in  this 
respect,  the  more  rapidly  will  flesh  be  accumula¬ 
ted.  It  is  well,  therefore,  not  only  to  begin 
early,  but  to  provide  warm  shelter  and  comfort¬ 
able  feeding  places.  A  good  pen  is  a  matter  of

day  at  least,  mixed  with  cut  straw  or  stalks,  or 
by  themselves.  It  would  be  just  as  reasonable 
to  keep  the  farmer’s  family  on  one  kind  of  food, 
through  the  Winter,  as  to  keep  a  herd  of  cattle 
on  hay  alone.  Variety  is  essential  to  a  good 
appetite,  and  it  is  unquestionably  true,  that 
roots  will  have  the  effect  of  making  cattle  more 
healthy,  just  as  fresh  food  and  vegetables  are 
better  for  those  who  go  down  to  the  sea  in  great 
ships.  Many  of  the  wasting  and  fatal  diseases 
which  diminish  the  herd  in  Spring,  in  our  opin¬ 
ion,  might  be  prevented  by  a  judicious  use  of 
roots  and  grain  in  Winter. 

Water  ^ould  not  be  forgotten  when  provid¬ 
ing  for  stock.  It  is  not  enough,  that  there  is  a 
brook  in  yonder  hollow,  near  half  a  mile  from 
the  bam,  for  cattle  can  hardly  afford  to  go  so 
far  in  wet  and  muddy  weather,  and  in  the  deep 
snow  of  mid- Winter,  they  will  suffer  for  want  of 
water  before  they  will  expose  themselves  to  the 
drifts  and  cold  bleak  winds.  The  water  should 
be  in  the  yard,  where  it  will  be  as  warm  as  pos¬ 
sible,  and  where  cattle  will  be  protected  from 
the  cold  wind  while  drinking.  Every  one  has 
observed  the  shivering  of  animals  after  drinking 
largely  in  mid- Winter.  To  prevent  thb  they 
should  have  it  often,  not  less  than  twice  a  day. 
It  is  the  practice  of  many  farmers  to  let  sheep  go 
without  water,  except  that  obtained  by  eating 
snow,  all  through  the  Winter.  It  is  a  great 
mist^e.  They  will  drink  three  or  four  times

Many  came 
with  scarcely  any  interest,  “just  to  see,”  and 
soon  found  their  hearts  swelling  and  their  eyes 
moistening  as  they  heard  the  story  of  one  and 
another  of  the  little  group,  and  thought,  0 
where  would  they  have  been  and  how  would 
they  have  grown  up,  had  these  friends  not  found  ' 
them  and  taken  them  under  their  sheltering 
wing !

We  ore  satisfied  that 
it  wonld  be  eoonomy  in  all  respects  to  have  a 
good  strowoutter,  and  hire  a  man,  if  necessary, 
to  toko  ooro  of  the  whole  herd,  rather  than  feed 
ooone  fodder  iHiole.

Drt  Goods  Market _ ^There  has  been  no  gene- 

eral  demand  for  goods  daring  the  past  week,  but 
some,  both  of  the  importing  and  commission  houses, 
report  that  their  sales  are  larger  than  they  have 
usually  been  at  this  period.  Houses  who  have 
stock  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Spring  clothing 
trade,  have  been  selling  goods  of  that  description 
to  a  fair  amount. 

Business  is  reviving  rapidly  in  the  Southern 
cities  since  the  departure  of  the  epidemic,  and  as 
the  Fall  stocks  carried  out  to  those  markets  were 
not  large,  with  some  exceptions,  a  considerable 
second  demand  is  looked  for  for  some  kinds  of  Win¬ 
ter  goods. 

Importers  and  commission  merchants  are  anxious 
to  clear  out  their  stock  of  Winter  wear  goods,  and 
buyers  will  be  able  to  replenish  their  stocks  on 
very  favorable  terms,  as  many  descriptions  are 
freely  offered  at  prices  considerably  below  cost  of 
manufacture  or  importation. 

Domestic  Goods. — The  Cotton  Goods  market 
has  been  rather  quiet.  The  sales  and  deliveries  of 
most  kinds  of  brown  and  bleached  Cottons,  however, 
are  not  very  far  behind  the  weekly  production. 
Heavy  sheetings  and  drillings,  but  especially  the 
latter,  show  the  most  tendency  to  accumulate.  In 
woolens  there  has  been  rather  more  stir  this  week, 
as  the  snap  of  cold  weather  called  out  increased 
inquiry  for  heavy  goods. 

Foreign  Goods. — The  importers  are  selling  some 
Spring  clothing  goods,  especially  linens,  alapacas, 
and  Italian  cloths,  and  these  fabrics  are  well  held, 
owing  to  the  increased  cost  in  the  markets  of  pro¬ 
duction.  There  is  some  inquiry  for  heavy  woolens. 
In  dress  goods  there  is  a  little  inquiry  for  black 
silks,  and  any  fresh  styles  of  fancy  woven  and 
printed  goods  which  arrive,  are  readily  taken.
